TAYLORYIIAE, ILL,. Nov. 17.— 


Mrs. Harvey Coburu has identified 
Idn Dell Keynolds, who suicided Sun- 
day in the county jail, us uu. old ao- 
iiuumtanro and neighbor. 


Mrs. 
Coburu, who is the wife of tho 


turnkey ut the jail, viewed tho re- 
mains at the undertaker's establish- 
ment and at thu first glance declared 
that Mrs. Keynolds was a Mrs. Woods, 
who resided in the same neighborhood 
with her in tho Indian territory. 
In 


order to satisfy herself fully as to the 
identity ol thu woman, Mrs. Coburu 
interviewed tho dead woman's bus 
band. On buing questioned Reynolds 
said: 


"Yes, 
my wife's first hiuVband's 
President 


name wa.s Woods and they lived some- yesterday, 
whoro in thu Indian Torriotry whoro 
ho was employed on a railroad. Woods 
took uu overdose oi1 morphine, from 
the effects of which he died. I of fcor- 
wurd married tho woman.'' 


Mr. Coburu then told Royuolds of 


his wife's visit to the undertaker's 
and her identification of Mrs. Roy- 


olds us their old friend aud neighbor. 
Jobuni himself had mot tho woman 
'reimeiitly during his residence iu tho 
srritory, but failed to recognize her, 
ut says ho thought he had seen her 
efore."

miller child. Tho child's story is that 
ho, together with an older brother, 
Robert, aged 8, were playing near (lie 
edge of tho pit in company with Fred 
Olin. 
Olift was practicing with a re- 


volver, when suddenly the weapon was 
pointed at Andy liodemiller and dis- 
charged. 


When asked what happened when 


tho pistol was fired tho boy replied : 
"Andy dropped dead." Tlui brother 
of tho boy who told tho story corrob- 
orated it in every particular. 


The Botts child, when asked what 


he did when the shot was fired, re- 
plied : "I ran away aft or n bo\..'' 


After thu box bad been t-ceiircd the 


boys, aged only fi years, h years and 12 
years, placed tho body in the box mid 
descended into the gravel pit. 
Here 


the body WHS taken from its icceptuclu 
and phiced on tho ground, I ho box 
then being pushed down over the body 
so that it was eimccaled except for thu 
baud that told the searcheis where il 
had been hidden.
